"A very definite example of what 


a complete soil conservation program 
will do to help control the rapid flow 
of water from a farm to the creek and 
thence to the river, which causes an 
increase in the already overflowing 
waters, is found on the farm of J. B. 
Beard, a coo|>erator with the Soil Con- 
servation Service, ECW Camp located 
six miles south of Hope on Highway 
No. 29. 


Late last summer a heavy rain, 


which lasted about thirty minutes, 
caused the water -from a field on the 
south sirle of Mr. Beard's farm to flow 
rapidly across his pasture and on to 
the highway, inundating it to a depth 
of about twelve inches. Water also 
flowerl over a bridge across the camp 
road near the highway. 


Since the occurrence of this summer 


shower a complete system of terraces 
and strip cropping has been applied on 
the Beard farm and the flow of water 
has bee nnoticcd by several people ol 
the- community as well as the camp 
personnel. 


Since IS'10 the greatest rainfall of 


any month in this section of the state 
has not exceeded ten inches until this 
month. Records for the first 24 days of 
January, 
1937, show more than 13 


inches of rainfall. And at no time since 
the terraces nnd strip-crop have been 
completed on the Beard farm has the 
water gone over the bridge or road 
mentioned. 


Tliis case should be a (air test for 


proving the efficiency of the Soil Con- 
servation Program in helping to con- 
trol the water for use on the farm on 
which il falls, and at the same time 
prove effective 
in retarding over-

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Many Diseases That Affect Human Beings 


Transmitted by Animals

' . In the matter of infection, man is his 
own worst enemy. 


The two main sources of communic- 


able diseases, are men and the lower 
animals. There are certain diseases 
•which occur only in human beings and 
!which do not, in general, affect ani- 
y.rnals, although there may be diseases 
^similar to these which do affect ani- 
<inals, some of them not affecting hu- 
man beings. 


For instance, typhoid fever, syphilis, 


leprosy, malaria, yellow fever, scarlet 
'fever, 
smallpox, 
mumps,- measles, 


chickenpox, and infantile paralysis 
dccur in men, but not in animals. True, 
iit is possible to inoculate an animal 
with these diseases, as has been done 
4n occasion with monkeys, rabbits, and 
, cjogs^ but the diseases do not occur 
j)a£urally in animals. 


One kind of disease transmitted from 


" man to man is the respiratory type— 


tjie cough and the cold. Spread of 


, such'diseases is facilitated by the cpn- 
N ditions of modern living. 


Once it was recognized that disease 


.", could be spread by water, soil, air, 


and food, and control of these elements

Farm Prices Will 


Decline This Year 


Secretary Wallace Sees 


Big Increase in Pro- 


duction 


WASHINGTON — (IP) — Secretory 


Wallace predicted Tuesday prices of 
major farm crops may fall this year 
Because of increased production. 


Calling attention to the 57,000,000 


acres of winter wheat seeded last fall 
nc said he estimated that was "an 
acreage 6,000,000 greater than we have 
over seeded to winter wheat in this 
country." 


Wallace said that "if we have ordi- 


nary weather, this large winter wheat 
acreage means tumbling wheat prices 
next July and August." He said some 
government plan must be devised to 
handle possible surplus production. 


He said tobacco, cotton, and possibly 


corn crops may be above domestic 
needs "with ordinary weather." 


Wallace predicted a large cotton pro- 


duction would cause "such a drop in 
price that the incomes of Southern 
people will be seriously reduced." 


He called upon farmers to "fill up 


the storage bins this year" with abun- 
dant production of staple crops. 


"In the year immediately ahead, 


feel that fanners should think pri- 
marily of their duties to consumers," 
he said.

Army Plans Completed

army engineers believe the levees 
will hold, even when the Ohio river's 
flood crest moves into the Mississippi.

"No orders have been issued by the 


War Department to evacuate the val- 
ley and I don't believe there are go- 
ing to be any," he asserted. 


Woodrlng Corrected 


Earlier, Secretary of 
War 
Harry 


Woodrlng, first to disclose the emer- 
gency plan, gnve the impression that 
the evacuation plan already hnd been 
started. Other officials hastened to 
correct this. They said no orders 
hod stone out to move nny person in 
the Mississippi valley from Cairo to 
New Orleans, but that the army mere- 
ly was making preparations for pos- 
sible trouble if the secondary levee 
nt New Madrid, Mo., failed to hold. 


These officials snid they expected 


this levee to hold, but contended there 
was the further tlnngor"hnt the flood, 
after 
passing 
Cairo, might cause 


trouble at two points below whore 
it meets waters flowing into the Mis- 
sissippi from the White and Red riv- 
ers. The view was expressed that at 
New Orleans, the flood waters would 
be diverted into Lake Pontchartrain. 


Protests Front Louisiana 


Residents of the rich Mississippi val- 


ley, 
hearing the first report that n 


mass movement had been ordered, be- 
gan to protest. Col. Harry Jacobs, 
Chief engineer of the Louisiana state 
Board of Engineers, said he felt "an 
injustice had been done to the state of 
Louisiana by predictions made of a 
(xissiblc super-flood." In the past, he 
contended, a greater volume of water 
hiitl passed through to the Gulf of 
Mexico without any evacuation. 


General Graig said that as a pre- 


cautionary measure the War Depart- 
ment had directed commanding gen- 
erals in three army corps areas to pre- 
pare to meet any emergency, including 
abandonment of areas which might be 
flooded.
